As suggested in your letter of June 29, 1970 I contacted 
the National Archives in an effort to determine whether, 
or not they were aware of any reports concerning possible 
Secret Service agent impostors involved in the Assassination 
of President Kennedy# 

Mr* Mark G# Eckhoff , Director of the Legislative, Judicial 
and Diplomatic Records Division ( GSA .) has informed me 
that ** -We are not aware of any Secret Service reports in 
our custody concerning the presence of Secret Service • 
agent M impostors M at the scene of the Assassination of 
President Kennedy n and that •* There does not appear to 
be any convenient way of checking this subject**# Apparently 
the Archives car not provide me with the information that 
1 am seeking# , 

Because one of the functions of the Secret Service is to 
safeguard the person of the President, I would assume 
that in the instance of the JFK Assassination, the 
Secret Service would have had access to any material 
developed during the investigation# Even though the 
Secret Service did not conduct any investigation of this 
particular matter, if it was investigated by any other 
federal agency ( and I would certainly hope' it was. since 
impersonation of a federal officer is a federal crime ), 
perhaps you might have such investigative reports or 
copies of them iii your files. If so, I hereby request 
access to their content under the provisions of 5 USC 552# 
If no such information is in your files, I request that 
you so inform me#
